Rep. Bond reported House Bills #31 and #32 as printed. 
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REPORT #91:- Rep. Bond for Select Committee on House Bills 
#19 and #24 presented their Majority report recommending to In- 
definitely Postpone House Bill #19 re: Act to Mitigate, and fur- 
ther recommending to pass House Bill #24 re Unlawful Sexual In- 
tercourse, with amendments. The repo rt Was substantially as 
follows:- 

"Hon. D. L. Naone, 

Epeaker Fouse oe Representatives. 
Sir:- 

Your felect Committee to whom were referred House Bill #19 
relating to the Act to Mitigate, and House Bill #24 relating to 
prostitution, having had the same under careful consideration, 
beg leave to report as follows:- 

We find that the purpose of the Act to Mitigate was as de- 
fined by its Title, to mitigate the evils a ES arising 
from prostitution: And from the testimony of physicians and 
others who have had opportunities of becoming acquainted with the 
results of its operations, we are led to believe that the law has 
been to a marked degree successful in accomplishing its purpose 
among certain classes of people. 

It is a failure in so far as it fails to reach those who do 
not register (of whom the number is reputed to be greater than of 
those who do) or to apply to districts or islands outside of 
Honolulu., 

That law was not intended to operate as a measure for the 
suppression of prostitution, nor to interfere with the laws that 


provide for the arrest and punishment therefor.

Neither were its provisions for registration and inspection 
intended to be in the nature of a permit to license. Practically 
they have the effect of a license, since arrests of prostitutes 
are rarely if ever made. 

Its objectionable feature is, that it recognizes and pro- 
vides free medical treatment for that which, by other laws, is 
made a punishable offense; thereby placing the government in a 
position inconsistent with itself. 

We concur in the opinion commonly held, that the evil under 
consideration cannot be suppressed, but believe it may be abated, 
and its attendant results mitigated to a greater extent than here 
tofore, by the stringent regulations and surveilance provided for 
in House Bill No. 24. 

To this end we recommend that the aforesaid bill pass with 
the following amendments, etc. 4 dE # £ # As the 
passage of this Act, which was intended to be a substitute for 
the Act to Mitigate, would by the provisions of Section 11 thered 
(as amended) repeal sections 1,2,7,4, and 6 of the Act to Miti- 
gate, and your committee are not able to favor the repeal of that 
Law without the substitution of one equally good or better, we 
recommend that Bill No. 19 be Indefinitely Postponed.

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JOINT-REPORT #93 RE GREAT SEAL. 

Rep. Robi rtson for Joint-Committee on the Great Seal and 
Department Seals presented their Joint-Report. 

"Hon. D. L. Naone, 

Speaker House of Representatives. 

Sir:- 

Your Select Committee appointed to confer with the 

Senate Committee on the matter of the design for a great seal, 
having in conference, had under consideration House Joint-Resol- 
ution No. 1 and the Report of the Senate Miscellaneous Commit- 
tee thereon, beg leave to report that an agreeme nt has been 
reached as follows:- 

After careful consideration we concluded that the main fea- 
tures of the design adopted by the House Were very appropriate 
and that with some alterations in matters of detail the design 
would be made altogether unobjectionable. 

The following alterations recommended by the Senate Mis- 
cellaneous Committee have not been adopted for the reasons stated 

That the bars in the first quarter of the shield be replaced 
by the Hawaiian Jack. This would be a radical change in the 
shield and give too much prominence to the Jack which is once 
represented in the flag by the Goddess of Liberty. 

That the malo in the figure of Kamehameha I. be lengthened 
and that the band over the shoulder be removed. We prefer to 
adopt the costume as represented by the statue in front of the 
Judiciary Building, believing that in the future that statue will 
be looked upon as the typical represenattion of the old Monarch. 


That the bird Phocnix be replaced by Diamond Head. The 
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difficulty with this idea is that if a representation of Diamond 
Head were reduced to the dimensions necessary to get it into the 
space, it would not only be so small as to be hardly distinguish- 
able from any other rock, but also altogether out of proportion 
with the rest of the design. Nor would it look well to have the 
shield betwee n the hill and the rising sun. 

The modifications which we have made are as follows:- 

The "tabu sticks" have been made correct: 

The rays of the sun have been improved upon: 

The foliage has been altered: 

And the bird Phoenix has been changed to conform more to 
such representations of her as we have been able to find in the 
books and magazines. 

We feel that there is little foundation for the objections 
that have been raised to this part of the design, and we believe 
that Phoenix is a very proper and appropriate symbol of the "new 
birth" of the country upon the inauguration of the Republic in 
1894, 

The conference committees unanimously recommend the adoption 
of the design, 

A substitute Joint-Resolution will be offered embodying the 
design as modified in accordance with the above.

"HON. D. L. NAONE, 

Speaker House of Representatives. 
Sir:- 

The undersigned, a minority of your Select Committes 
to whom were referred House Bill #19: An act to repeal the "Act 
to Mitigate," and House Bill #24 relating to Unlawful Cexual Int- 
ercourse, beg leave to report as follows:- 

In r-gard to Bill No. 19, we agree with the majority of the 
committee that it should not pass, though for different reasons. 

It seems to be the unanimous opinion of those who were ac- 
quainted with the condition of things in Honolulu prior to the 
passage of the Act to Mitigate in 1860; of those who have had to 
do with the executicn of the law sirce then; of those who are 


mindful of the fact that we have a comparatively large floating 
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male population composed chiefly of sea-faring men; of physi- 
cians of experience; of those who are in touch with the ways of 
the World; in short, of those who know what they are talking 
about, that the Act to Mitigate has done a good deal to mitigate 
the evils of prostitution. Remembering that it was never de- 
signed to be a moral measure, but only a sanitary one, and app- 
reciating the good it has done, not only for the present genera- 
tion but for posterity, we are in favor of leaving the statute 
upon the books even if it does seem inconsistent to have one stat 
ute for the punishment of common prostitutes and another to pro- 
vide for their health and cleanliness under the semi-protection 
of the law. 

As to Bill No. 24, it seems that it was originally intended 
to be supplementary to the existing laws on the subject though 
the majo:ity of the committee regard it as substantially taking 
the place of the Act to Mitigate as well as additional to and 
cumulative upon other existing law. 

“ost of this bill covers matters already provided for by 
laws now in force. Chapters 11 and 13 of the Penal Code provide 
for the punishment of illegal sexual intercourse in all its forms 
from fornication up to rape upon children. There are also laws 
in force providing for the punishment of common prostitutes, for 
the examination and treatment, when diseased, of such as are reg- 
istered, and for their punishment in case of failure to register; 
laws against the keeping of houses of prostitution; laws for the 
punishment of lewd, wanton, and lascivious conduct, and against 
indecent exposures; and laws to prohibit libidinous solicitations 


and procuring; yet all these laws, with more or less modification 
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are sought to be re-enacted in the bill now before us. If any 
advantage were to be gained or any improvement made by substitu- 
ting the proposed Act for the present laws, we would advocate the 
change, but no advantage is to be gained from multiplying statu- 
tes upon the same subject. 

One new provision to be found in this bill, is, that while 
requiring a prostitute to report for examination, it provides 
that if she is found to be diseased she is to be prosecuted for 
unlawful sexual intercourse, the penalty for which may be impris- 
onment not exceeding three years or a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, or both, in the discretion of the Court. The 
effect of such a provision will be to cause all prostitutes who 
are diseased to conceal their disease from the authorities and 
spread it broadcast among the men who patronize them. But the 
principal innovation is made in Section 3 of the bill. That 
fection provides that when any person, male or female, is believa 
by any other person to be guilty of unlawful sexual intercourse, 
he or she may be arrested and subjected to a physical examination 
and if it be found that such person has a sexual disease he or 
she may be detained until cured and, in addition, may be prose- 
cuted for unlawful sexual intercourse and punished as above men- 
tioned. 

It is doubtful whether such a law would be constitutional. 
Even if it were enacted it is not likely that it would ever be 
enforced because it is so absurd and unpractical. It leaves too 
much room for abuse and blackmail. 

The fact that unlawful sexual intercourse continues, appar- 


ently without abatement, notwithstanding that prohibitory laws 
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have been in force these many years, some of them since the beg- 
inning of civilized government here, would seem sufficient to 
convince the most skeptical that it is impossible to stamp out 
the so-called social evil by Legislative enactment. 

The increase in the number of Japanese prostitutes has been 
mentioned as a serious menace to the morality of the community, 
but we believe that it is not an unmitigated evil for it has un- 
doubtedly relieved to a great extent the tremendous pressure 
which the native women have heretofore had to stand, to the detrt 
ment of the Hawaiian race both physically and morally. 

While we favor the passage of all manner of wholesome and 
reasonable laws for the protection of the good order and morals 
of the community, we cannot advise the passage of this bill, no 
matter how good the intentions of the amateur reformers and would 
be Parkhursts who advocate it, may be. 

We therefore recommend that both bills be Indefinitely Post- 
poned.

MISCELL. 148:- Under suspension of the rules, Minister Coop- 
er presented a message from the President of the Republic return- 
ing to this House, House Eill #56, and stating his objections to 
said bill as follows:- 

TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE REPUBLIC OF HAWAIZI:- 

"T herewith return House Bill #56 being an Act entitled 'An 
Act providing for the recording of final judgments and decrees 
affecting titles to land,' received by me from the Joint-Commi tte 
of the Legislature June 6, 1896, for your reconsideration. 

"The following are my objections to the bill:- 

Ta "The word 'affecting! in the first line of Section 1 is too 
indefinite and general in its meaning for the use to which it is 


put. With this word it will sometimes be difficult to say ex- 
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actly what judgments should and what should not be recorded. 

"A Judgment for a defendant in an ejectment suit may be said 
to affect the title to the land in dispute, although it does not 
change the status it was in before suit was brought, inasmuch as 
it may remove a cloud on the title, and at any rate removes what- 
ever prejudice may have been caused to the title by the suit. A 
decree of heirship sometimes affects the title to land, yet it 
may be a question under the statute whether such a decree should 
or should not be: recorded. So also with a decree appointing an 
administrator under a contested application. 

"These are but illustrations representing a conside rable 
number of cases in which although the title to land may not be 
the matter in issue, yet it-may be directly or indirectly affecte 
by the judgment or decree. 

2. "No provision is made for the expense of registration, 

Da "No limit of time is named within which the party interested 
in the registration of the judgment may be safe from being fore- 
stalled by a subsequent purchaser who shall first procure the 
registry of his conveyance, the words 'subsequent purchaser' in 
the Act being evidently intended to apply to purchaser from a 
party in possession pending litigation. 

"The provision as it stands would be an encouragement to a 
defeated party having porsession pending litigation to attempt to 
neutralize the judgment or decree, by arranging for a third party 
ignorant of the proceedings to take a conveyance and immediately 
record the same upon the filing of the judgment or decree, thus 
forestalling the registry of the judgment or decree and depriving 


the successful party of the benefits of the litigation."

The Minutes of the proceedings of June 12th were read, and 
after being translated by Interpreter Wilcox, were approved as 
read on motion of Rep. Winston. 

Minister King reported the following bills as cigned by the 
President:-

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

REPORT #141:- Rep. .ichards reported for the Finance Commit 
tee on Resolution #16 relating to allowing extra time for the 
Clerk to finish the work of the session. 

The committee stated that all of the Clerk's work had been 
faithfully kept up during this Session so that nothing remained 
to be done except to re-write, index, and put into book form the 
proceedings of the House. That Mr. Keola informed the committee 


that he would not accept the proposition to put the Minutes in 
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book form within a less time than sixty days, which at the pay 
he was now getting would amount to $480.00. 

The committee recommended to accept the bid of F.W.Makinney 
who offered to 'type-write, index, arrange, and bind into a vol- 
ume similar in shape and style to the Journal of the £pecial ‘Ses- 
sion of 1895, the Minutes of the present session of the House! 
for the sum of $250. The report was signed by Reps. Richards 
and Bond. 

On motion the report was tabled for consideration, 

The rules being suspended, on motion of Rep. Rycroft the 
vote whereby the Minutes of the predios day Core adote was 
then reconsidered, and on motion of Rep. Robertson the "Veto" 
message of the President on House Bill #56 relating to recording 
of final judgments and decrees affecting titles to land, was or- 
dered to be entered in full in the Journal of the House in ac- 
cordance with Article 68 of the Constitution.

Third Reading of Senate Bill #57: Naturalization of Aliens, 
was taken up. 

The bill was read, and on motion of Rep. Halualani the Ayes 
and Noes were called on the final passage of the bill.

Hanuna moved the ado ption of the resolution by amend- 
ing it to sixty days, but withdrew again his motion, 

Rep. Hobertson moved to amend that $300 be set apart for 
the purpose. 

Motion was put and lost. 


On motion of Rep. Rycroft the resolution passed as amended 
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by inserting 'fifty days' in place of 'sixty five days'. 

Rep. Cluney then moved that the Committee on Accounts allow 
the Janitor One Dollar a day for this session. 

Motion was put and carried. 

A message was received from the Senate that the Senate had 
voted to ‘adhere to the original Senate Bill No. 52: Wheel Tire 
Bill as it passed in the Senate. 

On motion of Rep. nichards, the House adjourned at 11:30

Robertson moved to reconsider the vote by which House 
Bill #56 relating to recording of final judgments and decrees af- 
fecting titles to land, vetoed by the President, was laid upon 
the table, 

Motion was carried. 

Rep. Robertson then moved that House Bill #56 pass over the

Under suspension of the rules, Rep. Richarás reported House 
Bill -.60 as presented to the President at 2 P.M. that day. 

PRESIDENT'S VETO ON SAKI BILL. 

MISCELL. 155:- Minister Cooper presented the following com- 
munication from the President of the Republic:- 

"TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE REPUBLIC OF HAWAIT:- 

I herewith return for your reconsideration, House Bill #51: 
entitled: "An Act to increase the duty on spirituous liquors, 
still wines and other beverages made from materials other than 
grape juice; amending chapter 25 of the Laws of 1892, entitled 
tAn Act to amend chapter 28 of .the Session Laws of 1878, relating 
to duties.’ " 

My objections to the said bill are as follows: 

It seriously discriminates against e fermented liquor largely 
imported from Japan known as Saki. 

While it is true that saki under the provisions of the prer-, 


ent law pays lower duties in proportion to its alcoholic strength 
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than the other liquors of the same class such as lager beer, 
stout and ale, it would, under this bill, if it should become law 
pay far higher duties than those liquors in proportion to its al- 
coholic strength. 

"I am reliably informed that nearly all the saki which is 
imported for sale as a beverage contains over fourteen per cent, 
of alcohol, it being necessary for its keeping qualities that it 
should contain about sixteen per cent. This would make it liable 
under this bill to a duty of one dollar a gallon, or ebout six 
cents for each degree of alcoholic strength, whereas, lager beer, 
stout and ale pay from three to five cents, two and a half cents 
and from two to two and a half cents per degree of alcoholic 
strength respectively. 

"Distilled liquors pay from seven to eleven and two-thirds 
per cent. on each degree of alcoholic strength; thus under the 
bill before me, saki in its liability to a duty of upwards of six 
cents on each degree of alcoholic strength would approximate to 
to the class of distilled liquors. 

"I feel that legislation is desirable in order to place saki 
in its proper position as regards its liability to duty in relat- 
ion to other liquors of a similar character. 

"I am informed that saki is almost the sole intoxicating 
beverage of the Japanese part of our community. A great many 
of these people are of small means, and a large increase in the 
cost of their accustomed stimulant, such as would be caused by 
the increase of duty contemplated by this bill, would be to them 
a serious hardship. 


"These people are an important part of the Hawaiian commu- 
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nity and are not directly represented ins the Legislature. This 
fact emphasizes the duty of the Legislature of watching their 
interests and assuring to them as far as possible the equal pro- 
tection of our laws.

On motion of Rep. Robertson House Bill #51 was then taken 
up for reconsideration, 

Rep. hoberteon then moved that House Bill #51 now pass not- 
withstanding the President's Veto. He contended that the bill 
ab proper and that no one could say that it discriminated against 
Saki. 

At the request of the Speaker, Rep. Rycroft was called to 
the Chair. 

Speaker Naone said that although he voted for the bill be- 
fore, he woulá now vote to sustain the President's Veto. 

The Speaker then resumed his chair. 

On motion o” Rep. Robertboh the Ayes and Noes were called 
on motion that the bill pass over the President's Veto. 

Ayes: Reps. Richards, Rycroft, Bond, Haia, Hanuna, Robertson 
Winston, Cluney, Davis, and MNeBryde, 10; 

| Noes: Rep. Naone, 1. Total: Eleven votes cast. 

The Speaker then declared that the bill had passed notwith- 
standing the President's Veto. 

Rep. Rycroft was appointed a committee of one from the 
House to wait upon the President of the Republic and to inform 


him that the House of Representatives was ready to adjourn. 
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NINETY-SECOND DAY OF ACTUAL SITTING. 


A message from the Senate was received announcing that 
House Bill #51: Increase of duty on Still Wines, etc., had passed 
in the fenate that day by a two-thirds majority vote of all the 
elective members notwithstanding the President's Veto. 

Rep. Rycroft reported that the committee from the House and 
fenate had waited upon the President of the Republic and that the 
President had informed them that he had no more business to pre- 
sent before the Legislature, and also that the President had 
thanked the members of the Legislature for their labors. 

On motion of Rep. Robertson a unanimous vote of thanks were 
accorded the Speaker and Officers of the House. 

Speaker Naone said that he was most thankful to the members 
because there had been no collision in the furtherance of the 
business of the House, and he thanked the members also for their 
kind assistance and hearty co-operation in the labors of the 
Speaker, and likewise their uniform courtesy and decorum mani- 
fested during the Session just closed. 

So at 4:30 P.M., on motion of Rep. Richards the House ad-
